A GREAT WORK ACHIEVED.

After the 
lapse of forty years he comes to the Bible House, and 
there corrects the last pages of proof of a version of 
the entire Old and New Testaments, every word and 
line of which he has translated from the original 
tongues into a language which he reduced to writing, 
and for which he accumulated a vocabulary and con- 
‘structed a grammar. Portions of the New Testament 
n the language of the Gilbert Islanders found their 
“way into print at Apaiang as early as 1865, and on the 
ith of April, 1873, just twenty years ago, the entire 
Testament left the press at Honolulu.

Other men have translated every 
verse of the Bible into strange tongues. Other men 
with immense painstaking and industry have gone 
through the work of reading a thousand pages of 
printed proofs, watching with critical eye every letter, 
and accent, and comma, careful of all the details of 
typography, anxious to eliminate any error which 
might obscure the sense or pervert the meaning of 
the written word. All this Mr. Bingham has done 
himself, a labor of love for the sake of Christ, and for 
the enlightenment of his fellow-men. Thousands of 
Islanders in the tropics, who have learned of Jesus 
and his love only through the labors of missionaries 
from the United States and the Sandwich Islands, will 
be grateful for the access here given them to the com- 
plete Bible in their own euphonious tongue. 


The following account of the consummation of this 
work is copied from the New York Times, of April 


2th : 

Yesterday witnessed the first printing of the entire 
Bible in the language of the Gilbert Islanders. The 
event, which is of vast import to the missionary 
world, occurred in the composing and press rooms 
of the American Bible Society in the Bible House. 
It marked the end of thirty-four years’ conflict with 
almost insurmountable difficulties, on the part of 
Rev. Hiram Bingham, the famous missionary to that 
far-off group of islands in the Southern Pacific. 

A touch of romantic interest attached to the con- 
summation of Mr. Bingham’s task, for that venerable 
minister, whose face bears indelible traces of an 
equatorial sun, was himself present to see the last 
type i the first revolution of the press which 
would complete the first’ Gilbert Islands Bible. The 
impromptu ceremony attending the occasion was also 
participated in by Mrs. Bingham, the tireless assist- 
ant of her husband; the Rev. Dr. E. W. Gilman, Cor- 


responding Secretary of the American Bible Society ; 


the Rev. Drs. Joseph H. Clark, Washington Choate, 
and William Kincaid, of the American Home Mis- 


sionary Society; the Rev. Dr. C. H. Daniels, secre- 


tary of the American Board; the Rev. Dr. L. H. 
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Cobb, secretary of the Congregational Church Build- 
ing Society; Dr. Cutter, Mr. Bingham’s medical 
adviser and former classmate in Yale College; and 


Mr. C. T. Rowe, the’ General Agent of the Bible . 


Society, and several ladies. 

At ten o’clock in the morning the little circle of 
interested people gathered in the composing-room on 
the fifth floor of the Bible House around Mr. Bing- 
ham, who is a tall, slender man, with gray hair and 
beard, and listened as he told of the work which had 
occupied most of his time for thirty-four years. 

The last verse of the last chapter of Revelation 
was then put in type. A proof was taken and care- 
fully examined by Mr. Bingham, Mrs. Bingham, and 
E. J. Belmont, the official proof-reader of the Society. 
A slight correction was made, and Mr. Bingham read 
the verse aloud in the Gilbert Islands tongue, his 
voice trembling with emotion. After a prayer of 
thanksgiving had been offered by the gray-haired 
missionary, the doxology was sung and remarks were 
made by Mrs. Bingham and others. 

William J. Thompson, the superintendent of print- 
ing, then led the way to the big press-room, the type 
was placed in the form, the wheels of the press re- 
volved, the last page of the first Bible in the Gilbert 
Islands language was printed, and another foreign 
Bible was added to the long list of those printed by 
the presses of the American Bible Society. 

In the afternoon several volumes of the new book 
were bound and presented as souvenirs of the occa- 
sion to those who have been most interested in bring- 
ing the work to a happy conclusion. The first copy 
goes into the library of the American Bible Society, 
the second to the library of the American Board in 
Boston, and the third to the Hawaiian Board of Mis- 
sions at Honolulu. 


The following letter from Mr. Bingham was read to 
the friends who had been lcoking on as interested 
spectators : 

New York, April 11, 1893. 
To the Corresponding Secretaries of the American 
Bible Society, and of the American and Hawatian 
Boards of Missions: 
DEAR BRETHREN— 
’ Three years ago to-day, April 11th, 1890, I wrote 
you a joint letter, informing you that on that day I 
had completed a translation of the entire. Bible into 
the language of the Gilbert Islanders. I expressed 
the wish that I might be permitted to revise the whole 
translation before taking it to the Bible House for 
publication, and suggested that about two years be 
allowed me for this purpose. On the 12th of May, 
1892, it was my privilege to put the revised copy into 
the hands of Secretary Gilman, in the Bible House, 
and on the r1th of June, one month later, I received 
‘st proof, and began at once the reading of the 
hapter of Genesis. The proof-reading has

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prospect of putting into the hands of Dr. Gilman this 
very day, and of posting to Secretaries Smith and 
Emerson to-morrow, one copy each of the Gilbert

In the work of proof-reading I have received im- 
mense help from Mrs. Bingham and from Mrs Ee 
Belmont, one of the Bible Society’s proof-readers. 
The first slip-proofs have been read by Mr. Belmont; , 
the second, or “revise” slip-proofs, by Mrs. Bingham. 
She has read all of these latter once and most 
of them twice, I reading aloud once to her the 
copy of the 31,173 verses, and say, the 120,000 
punctuation points of the Bible, also mentioning in 
place the number of each chapter and verse and the 
beginning of each paragraph. I, myself, have read the 
final page-proofs of all the 937 pages of the whole 
Bible, and all but a very few of these have also been 
read by Mrs. Bingham. Thus there have been 
secured three readings of the entire Bible, and two 
more readings of early all. 

I have averaged at least one hour a day in improv- 
ing the translation, as occasion has offered or seemed 
to require. Mrs. Bingham has made many valuable 
suggestions, which have been adopted. 

For the strength which has been given us for our 
work we bless the Lord. We also rejoice in the good 
hope that the edition may reach Honolulu in time for 
the next trip of the “‘ Morning Star” to the Gilbert 
Islands, about June next. Then how soon may thou- 
sands of Gilbert Islands Christians be thanking the 
Lord and your three Societies for all that has been 
done to give them the printed Bible in their own 
language!

THE MAKING OF THE VERSION. s' 

Mr. Bingham’s own account of the steps by which 
he reached the consummation of his hopes, will be 
read with special interest in this connection : —_ 
We took our first missionary station in the Gilbert 
Islands on Apaiang, November 18th, 1857, among a : 
people numbering some thirty thousand, andliving on _ 
eighteen islands, who were without books and with-- 
out the arts of reading and writing. Availing myself 
of whatever help I could get, and in accordance with 
the Great Commission, “ Go, teach all nations,” and 
the charge of my honored father to me at my ordina- 
tion, “ Make yourself master of their language, : 
help to reduce it to writing. * * * Translate 
publish the Scriptures,” I set myself at onc t 
study of the language, and, early in Febru 
one year and three months after our 
commenced what has proved to be the | 
life—the translation of the 
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revision of the portion already translated being com- 
pleted, it was published, and we took it with us to the 
Gilbert Islands in 1871. 

After our return to Honolulu, in January of 1872, I 

entered with great joy, on the twenty-ninth of that 
month, on the translation of the remaining quarter. 
In one year and a little over it was my privilege to 

_ present to the Hawaiian Board the first printed copy 
_of the whole New Testament, April 11th, 1873, more 
than fourteen years after the commencement of the 
work of translation. 

With glad hearts we took this first edition of the 
' New Testament with us to the Gilbert Islands in the 
summer of 1873. We commenced a training-school 
on Apaiang, taught our pupils the New Testament, 
and encouraged them to do all they could to improve 
the idiomatic character of the translation, with refer- 
ence to the printing of a second edition. Thus, while 
the training-school went on, the revision was pro- 
gressing. I was also engaged in compiling a diction- 
ary. But, in less than two years, there came another 
failure of health, and it was not until 1877 that I com- 
_ pleted the revision in Honolulu. The second edition 
was printed here in 1877 and 1878, Mrs. Bingham and 
myself reading the proofs. 

Before 1882, a third edition of the New Testament 
had been electrotyped in New York; and the ques- 
tion had been considered as to what new literature 
should be prepared for the people. I had often 
longed to translate the Old Testament; but my health 
was delicate; my eyes, from college days, had been 
very weak, scarcely allowing of any use in the evening 
and only for a few hours in the day-time. If the 
translation were ever to be published by the American 
Bible Society, it must be made from the Hebrew. 
But the examination of Hebrew points was very trying. 
to the eyes. Experience at Andover in 1855 had shown 
me this. Besides, for twenty-five years my attention 
had been given to Gilbert, Greek, English, and

nearly fifty years old. Had not the time gone by for 
‘such a work? But I could not forget that, when well- 
nigh despairing of life, on my long voyage to Hono- 
lulu, via Samoa, Fiji, and New Zealand, in 1875, my 
dear wife had again and again endeavored to inspire 
hope in me by saying, “We want you to translate the 
Old Testament for the Gilbert Island people before 
u go home to heaven.” 

The Hawaiian Board expressed the wish that the 
Gilbert Islanders should have the whole Bible. Some 
at people wanted it. Who was there to under- 
the Old Testament? It was said that there was 
one else in the world then ready for the work. 
as the Lord calling me to it? Down came my old 
yrew grammar from the shelf, where it had so 


lies was refreshed. I was encouraged to begin 
slating from the Hebrew, but with what book? 
m had given our people Old Testament 
‘If I could translate but a part, I would 


Hawaiian, to the utter neglect of Hebrew, and I was 


; stood unopened. The memory of by-gone_ 
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birthday, more than ten years after the completion of 
the New Testament, I was ready to commence. I 
opened my Hebrew Bible at the Psalms, and began 
with “ Blessed is the man that walketh not in the coun- 
sel of the ungodly.” Slowly I crept along, translating 
two or three verses a day, with no Gilbert Island 
helper by me. Month by month I increased the daily 
portion. In nine months, May roth, 1884, the first draft 
of the Psalms was completed. In eleven months 
more, April 2d, 1885, I finished Isaiah. I had reached 
the seventeenth chapter of Proverbs in June, 1885, 
when Rey. O. P. Emerson, our present secretary, 
brought with him, on his visit to these Islands, one of 
the first copies of the Revised English Version of the 
Old Testament. Through his great kindness this was 
loaned to me at once for use until my own copy could 
be received. I began immediately to revise the 
Psalms, Isaiah, and what of Proverbs was done, with 
the aid of this invaluable new revision. 

October 15th, 1885, I was ready to go on again, and 
with new courage, for this Revised English Version 
was of immense help to me; and I might say that I 
have never found occasion to vary from the sense of 
the renderings adopted by the revisers, as indicated 
either in the text, or the margin, or both, or the ap- 
pendix of the American Committee. After Proverbs I 
translated Job, Ecclesiastes, and the Song of Solomon. 
But why Job before Genesis? Because many of the 
most important historical facts of the Old Testament 
were already in the hands of the people, in the book 
of Bible stories, and I felt so uncertain as to the con- 
tinuance of my strength for the work that it seemed 
wise to prepare for speedy publication six consecutive 
poetical books of the Old Testament. 

With the consent of the Hawaiian Board I had sent 


_for Mr. Moses Kaure, a former pupil of mine, and my 


most valuable assistant in the partial revision of the 
New Testament in 1874 and 1875, of which I have 
spoken, to leave his work as a catechist on Makin, 
and come to my help in the revision of these six 
books, with a view to their early publication. In the 
meantime I decided to take up Genesis, and go on in 
order thereafter until all should be done, if such 
should be the will of the Lord. I had reached the 
thirtieth chapter of Genesis on the 28th of April, 


1886, when the “Morning Star” came to us, bring- & 
ing Mr. Kaure. As I had worked for more than two a 
years with no other one to confer with than Mrs, - 


Bingham, I cannot tell you how glad | was to welcome 
such a helper. We at once set about the work of re- 
vising the six books, Job to Isaiah inclusive, putting 
the books into the printer’s hands as fast asthey were 
ready. This revision, together with the necessary 
proof-reading, occupied us until October 19th, 1886, — 
when I resumed the translation, at the same time still _ 
giving about one day in three to the proof-reading of — 
the six books until they were published, in an editio 
of 1,500, February 22d, 1887. Pt eee 
The work of translating went steadily on, I do! 
my own writing, as had been my wont, until 


1887, when I had reached the 
Leite cae eae 
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which time I carried through the press, in Oakland, a 
revised and electrotyped edition of the Gilbert Island 
Hymn Book. 

Though I was apparently not much benefited by the 
trip, yet, having the consent of my physician in the 
States, Dr. Ephraim Cutter, to resume work, on con- 
dition that I would do nothing else—no letter-writing, 
no visiting, not much talking or walking, but much 
lying down, and living mainly on beef—I began again 
the translation November 18th, 1887, sometimes on my 
bed, and sometimes at my table, employing, most 
providentially, as experience has proved, Mr. Kaure 
as my amanuensis, as well as assistant translator and 
copyist. Five months later I had translated just half 
the Bible. My health was steadily improving; my 
eyesight was growing stronger; I was becoming 
more and more familiar with the Hebrew and the 
Gilbert, and with the Old Testament terms and ex- 
pressions; my assistant translator was ever at my 
side, wishing for no vacation, but eager to complete 
the Bible before he should return home; and with 
buoyant hope and increased courage, I entered upon 
the home stretch. 

After November 18th, 1887, hardly a day passed for 
two years and a quarter, Sundays excepted, in which 
I did not translate at least a verse, averaging about 
twenty-two verses daily, and on the 11th of April, 1890, 
I translated the last verse of Malachi, so completing 
the translation of the entire Bible, begun thirty-one 
years and two months ago, the last half having been 
done in exactly two years. To God be all the 
praise. 

And now let me thank Him that my wife, a born 
linguist, has been able to compare every one of the 
31,173 verses of the translation with the English ver- 
sion, examining about 120,000 punctuation marks, 
many diacritics, and about 3,350,000 letters, that she 
has made so many good suggestions, that she has 
copied so many pages, and so often cheered me, when 
faint and desponding through seasons of protracted 
illness, with the hope that I should yet praise him 
for his goodness. ; 

I thank God for providing that aid which was ren- 
dered me in the translation of the New Testament by 
Joseph Ekeuea and T. Tekea, two remarkably intel- 
ligent youths, raised up by Him, in the early years, 
for this difficult work. I thank Him, also, for provid- 
ing Mr. Kaure’s aid, which has been rendered me 
during the past four years on the Old Testament, in 
the last two of which he has written no less than seven 
thousand pages. / 

Let me thank the American Bible Society for having 


; published already seven editions of the New Testa- 
ment, the last four trom electrotype plates ; also, one 
edition of the poetical books of the Old, thus making

To compensate for the disappointment, however, Mr. 
Bingham was told that a printing-press had been sent 
him, and he could print it himself. But when the 
freight had been landed and the boxes were opened, 
they found types, and rollers, and ink, and other need- 
ful things, but no press. Renewed inquiry led both 
the captain and mate to say confidently that everything 
had been landed. This made his heart heavy for a 
night, though joy came in the morning, for the next 
day the press was found. 

Then came an unforeseen difficulty ; he had a press, 
but no printer, and it would take months to learn how 
to use it. Not till a new trade was mastered could 
the people have the printed Gospel. 

Two days after the “Morning Star’ had left, a 
boat arrived with a party of men who had been ship- 
wrecked some hundreds of miles away. After ten 
days on the ocean they reached the island of Maiana. 
The next day they started for Apaiang, in hope of get- — 
ting passage to Honolulu in the “ Morning Stary 
A headwind sent them back and kept them weather- 
bound five days. Again they started for Apaiang, 
and arrived two days too late. Their hopes were 
frustrated, but one of the company was a printer, and 
he was willing to leave the sea and settle down to his _ 
old employment at the very point where he was so _ 
much needed. “And,” says Mr. Bingham, “‘we love 
to think that God sent that kind printer to us over the 
wide ocean, to help us in giving the word of life to the —

LETTER FROM MR. BOWEN. 
CArRO, February 20, 1§93. 

Ihave been having a most pleasant and successful 
visit in Egypt. A good deal of careful thought and 
superintendence is given to the Bible work by the 
American Presbyterian Mission. I have yet to visit 
Mansoorah and the new station just established in 
Tanta, the third largest city in Egypt; but I fully ex- 
pect to find there, as I have found in every other sta- 
tion, that the book department received its fair share 
of the time and strength of the missionary. I had the 
privilege of being present for a day at the meeting of 
the presbytery in the village of Beni Ardi, some five or 
six hours from Assiout. Of course, the proceedings 
were in Arabic, so that I could not take in a great

deal; but it was a pleasure to see the pastors and-eld= — 


ers in their own meeting and to note their zeal for the 
evangelization of Egypt. 

The session was followed by the meeting of the 
Mission at Assiout, at which we discussed freely and 
fully the possibility of making our arrangements for 
Bible distribution more efficient. Defects in our 
‘present methods were recognized, and an earnest 
desire was shown to remedy them as far as possible.

TTER FROM THE SYRIA MISSION OF 
THE PRESBYTERIAN BOARD. 
TRIPOLI, Syria, February 21, 1893. 

At the recent meeting of our Mission in Beirut, I was 
rusted with the pleasant duty of expressing to the 
Bible Society our grateful acknowledgment of your 
continued support to our cause, and the courtesy of 
your officers and local Agents in co-operating with us 
n our common work. The Lord has given us a pros- 
rous year, and has blessed our efforts to enlighten 
people with the divine light of Holy Writ. I can- 
ot at this moment give you statistics, but they come 
1 in the formal reports of your accredited Agents, 

not necessary to repeat the incidents which 
ded to you inthe monthly reports of the 
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vating the Arabic-speaking people of the East. These 
torches penetrate to the dark sections of Africa, wher- 
ever the sacred language of Mohammed is spoken. 
The Scriptures are found in almost every village in 
the whole of Syria, and there are large sections of 
which it is now said that it would be hard to finda 
single house in which there is not some portion of the 
holy word. This being true, there is no room for dis- 
couragement even though there is no general awaken- 
ing yet to the spiritual power of the truth. It is God’s 
word, and we have his assurance that it shall not 
return to him void. The leaven is being hid in the 
meal, and in his own time its uplifting power shall 
appear. 

In our own northern portion of the Mission ter- 
ritory we have had a colporteur in the field the 
whole year, and he has visited an unusually large 
number of villages, both Christian and Nusairiyeh. 
In many places he found the Bibles sold by his prede- 
cessor carefully preserved, while a ready reception 
awaited his books on the part of those who were 
not previously supplied. This seems to be almost 
the only way to attack the strongholds of the Nusairi- 
yeh. They are not allowed by the jealous government 
to receive schools, though in many places they would 
be glad to have them if they dared. We cannot go 
to them with the open preaching of the gospel, but 
the sick will come to our dispensary, and there they 
hear the truth, and carry it home with therm, both in 
their memories and in print. The colporteurs, also, 
can enter their villages and offer books for sale, so 
that in these two ways we feel that an undermining 
agency is at work. 

Our families spent the last summer in a Maronite 
village, where we expected to encounter much big- 
otry and ignorance of God’s word. We were pleas- 
antly surprised to find that we could gain warm friend- 
ship, notwithstanding the efforts of the ecclesiastics to 
poison the people against us, and still more surprised 
to find a considerable familiarity with the Arabic 
Scriptures. We hope, also, to work the printed truth 
into these regions, kept in darkness by the shrewd 
policy of the Church of Rome. 

In our common schools, the most important text- 
book is always the Bible, from which selected por- 
tions are committed to memory. In all attempts to 
-counteract superstition, the word is the active argu- 
ment. In every effort to elevate the lives of men, this 
same instrument is in our hands. In fact, there is not 
a department of our work in which we do not look to 
the products of your Society for our chief material 
support. Behind all, and energizing all, is the same 
divine power which gave the word ; and without his 
guidance and direction we should labor wholly in _ 
vain. Once more, then, in the name of the Syria Mis- 
sion of the Presbyterian Church, let me thank your 
Society for the able and essential help which you have 
rendered us in the year that is now past.

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AN INCIDENT IN THE SOCIETY'S —

An interested group was gathered, a few we 
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around a young Hindoo, who had been brought there 
by a friend, first to determine, if possible, what lan- 
guage of India he could read, and then to procure 
for him the Scriptures in his familiar tongue, He 
had recently crossed the Atlantic as the valet of an 
Englishman, and, having been taken ill, was sent to a 
hospital, with no expectation that he would come out 
alive. He recovered, however, and being dis- 
charged without funds and without friends, and with 
scanty clothing, and but little knowledge of our lan- 
guage, he was sent to the Brooklyn almshouse. 
There a kind lady met him, on a visit she was mak- 
ing to the institution, and, taking pity on his forlorn 
condition, removed him to more comfortable 
quarters. 

In broken English, he made her understand that he 
knew something of instructions given by missionaries 
in his own country; had learned the folly of worship- 
ping idols; had been told something of the goodness 
of God, and that there was a book of religion which 
forbade one to covet another man’s wife. Of Christ 
he seemed to be ignorant, nor could he make anyone 
understand what dialect of India he could read. So 
they came to the Library of the Society, and one 
volume after another was taken down from the shelves 
and handed to him. A New Testament in Marathi— 
“No good.” One in Tamil—“ No good.” The Bible 
in Urdu, Persian letter—he did not wantit. One in 
the same language, but in Roman letter—it was of 
no use to him. Telegu, Sanscrit, and Bengali were no 
better; but when a Panjabi Gospel of Matthew was 
offered him, he seized it with avidity and began 
reading the second chapter with the closest attention, 

_ with a swaying motion of his body, and with a sing- 
song tone which showed how thoroughly he was 
delighted with his new prize. When asked what he 
was reading about, he said it was about’an angel of 
the Lord. 

He had found the gospel of Christ, a book in “his 
own tongue wherein he was born,” which told him 
wonders he had never known before, and he became 
so deeply interested in it that his attention could 
hardly be diverted for a moment. 

There being no call in New York for Panjabi Scrip- 
tures, they are not kept on hand in the salesroom, 
but the General Agent kindly offered to order a Tes. 
tament and Psalms from London, and, meanwhile, a 
duplicate copy was found, which he could use till 
they should arrive. Some Panjabi tracts were also 
obtained, through the kindness of Dr. Wherry, of 
Chicago, and, so far as his friends could judge, he 
read with spiritual enlightenment and profit. A few 

— _ weeks later, arrangernents were made to send him 

back to London, where he may have a brief course of 
instruction in some institution of the Friends, and 
ay from there, in all probability, he will go to Bombay, 
_ where an opening providentially exists for his - 
ent in a useful and honorable way. He will

One gentleman in 
the Presbyterian Church has this year given as much 
as the entire congregation gave last year. The young 
people’s societies of Atlantic City churches are now 
engaged in canvassing the entire community, to sup- 
ply the destitute with the Scriptures. I have attended 
and addressed the ministerial meeting of the New 
Jersey Conference this month, and also addressed a 
convention held at Pemberton, N. J. Many visits 
have been made to pastors and others, in the interest 
of Bible work. 


New Yorxk.—The frequent and severe snowstorms 
during February have greatly hindered the work of 
your Superintendent, and audiences on nearly all the 
Sabbaths were small. 

The annual report of Genesee County Auxiliary 
shows a marked increase of interest in Bible work by 
that society. By reason of the canvass of its territory, 
the sales of Bibles and Testaments are very much 
larger than those of last year, and the contributions 
nearly four times more. Three thousand and thirty- 
eight families have been visited, and the destitute 
among them supplied with the word.

Mr. Sims presented a resolution from the executive 
committee, regretting the death of the society’s 
president, Rev. O. J. Squires, and speaking in high 
terms of his work in the society at home and abroad. 
The resolution was ordered spread upon the minutes 
of the meeting, and a copy sent to the newspapers of 
the city. 

Rev. Arthur H. Allen, corresponding secretary of 
the home society, presented his report, which showed 
that effective work in the county was being done. 
The canvassing of the county was entered upon a 
year ago. Rev. E. H. Mirick, of Dryden, has signed a 
contract to go through the county and canvass from 
house to house, to supply all families that have none 
with the Bible. He will commence his labors April 
2oth. 

Officers were chosen for the ensuing year: Presi- 
dent, Rev. Dr. Samuel McKean of Lansingburgh ; 
corresponding secretary, Rev. A. H. Allen ; record- 
ing secretary, E. L. Stout; treasurer, Calvin B. Sims. 

The question of holding a gathering outside the 
city during June or July, for meeting Rev. Mr. Mirick, 
was considered, and referred to the executive com- 
mittee. 

Following the business meeting Rev. Dr. Hunt and 
Rev. D. K. Van Doren, District Superintendent of the 
Bible Society, made addresses. In introducing Dr. 
Hunt, President McKean said: ‘‘The Rensselaer 
County Bible Society was founded in 1815. Its offi- 
cers have been men of ability. During its existence 
the society has had twenty-four presidents. The first 
to fill this office was Rev. Jonas Coe, the first pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church. Rev. Benjamin 
Griffin followed and then came Rev. Dr. Beman. The 
county society may have appeared to languish dur- 
ing-the last few years, but I tell you that it is ‘alive and 
active. This year we intend to accomplish something 
that will show that the old spirit has not died out.” 


MISCELLANEOUS: 


THE BIBLE AS A POWER IN REFORM- 


ING MEN. 


A series of addresses was recently given by promi- 
nent clergymen and lay workers at St. Bartholomew’s 
Rescue Mission, in this city, upon the important 
question, ‘‘How to Reach and Save Drunkards with 
the Bible.” The meetings were held under the direc- 
tion of Colonel Hadley, the superintendent. The 
attendance was large, and from fifty to three hundred 
drinking men were present at the meetings nightly, 
some of whom came forward every night to avow 

their determination to accept the Bible as their guide 
and rule of life. 
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Union furnishes that paper with some account of the 
addresses, and a few extracts are here given, which 
serve to show the spirit and drift of the whole, and 
to illustrate the importance which the experience of 
these practical reformers leads them to attach to the 
Scriptures as a means of securing reforms in the lives 


of men: 

Miss C. E. Coffin, Superintendent of the Jail Work 
of the W. C. T. U.: ‘‘I believe in using the Bible in 
saving slaves to drink from their appetites. There is 
only one book. I throw out a challenge to any one 
who can find one strong, uplifting thought, which is 
not also found in God’s book. When not a Christian, 

I spent six years of my life in trying to pull down 
that book. After a meeting, at which | was very mis- 
erable, an old man said, ‘If you will go home and 
take the Bible, you will find everything you need.’ I 
went home and opened, by God’s guidance, to Job 
xi., 7—‘ Canst thou by searching find out God? Canst 
thou find out the Almighty unto perfection ??—and it 
saved me. The Bible is the one book to lead, 
strengthen, uplift, and help. I went toa Bible meet- 
ing once, and the woman leading read just one verse, 
and spent one hour discussing irrelevant matters. I 
believe in using the Bible and reading the passages 
straight. I believe in letting God’s words be as they 
stand. God’s words are the best, the sweetest, and 
the strongest. An elder once said to me, ‘I have 
seen a good many attacks on the Bible, but somehow 
the old book continues to comfort the dying and 
strengthen the weak.’ An old leader who read the 
words of God just as they were, said, ‘I can’t improve 

on God’s word.’ Use the narrative patts ratherthan 
the didactic. I think that those things which Jesus 
did, come with the most force to us. A great many 
or the words are not in use now, but I believe in sim- 
ple explanations when reading. I like to make the — 
Bible a book of to-day, to make it so vivid as to make 
it seem right at our feet. What Jesus did to the blind 
and crippled he will do for the drunkard.” 

The Rev. Henry Wilson, D.D.: “ How to reach and 
save the drunkard with the Bible is the question. 
Bring it to them just as it is. That book has an in- 
herent power. The word of God refines and trans- 
forms men. Not alone the printed word. If I had — 
money and the law with me, I would cover the dead ~ 
walls of the city with gospel verses and Bible pictures 
and Bible songs. Beside every vile picture, every — 
beer picture, and every theatrical picture I would PS 
place a Bible picture.. This is.one way to teach: the® 
masses with the gospel.” 

Colonel Henry H. Hadley, superintendent St. Bar 
tholomew’s Mission: “ The drunkard is tossed abou 
and unsettled. It is important that at last he should 
find something that lasts, and tells the truth, and wil 
endure. We are told in Ps. cxix., 89: ‘For ever, 
Lord, thy word i is settled in heaven ; pet: Peter i 1G 
‘But the word of the Lord endureth for Gicias 16 
says in Matt. xxiv., 35: ‘ Heaven and earth shall. 
but my words shall never pass away.’ We are 
told in Ps. cxix., 130: ‘The entrance of t 
giveth light ; it givetn understanding unto the sir 
and, finally, in Romans x., 17, we rea 
cometh me seein 
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hiding the word in our hearts prevents us from sin- 

ning against God (Ps. cxix., 2), the practical question 

is, how to get the word into the heart of the drunkard. 

If we can do that, we have solved the problem. The 

way we do here is first to get it into the memory— 

a man can’t hide in his heart that which he does not 

remember or has never learned. When drinking men 

become interested enough in the Bible to commit 
verses to memory and recite them publicly in the 
meetings, we have great hopes for those men. It is 

a strangely interesting sight to see twenty to fifty 

men, with all the marks of drink and other sins upon 

them, rise one after another and repeat from memory 
verses of God’s word, and see their faces change as 
they speak through the power of the word. Then, 
when one has memorized the verse, he is willing to 
have its meaning explained, and often learns other 
passages which illustrate or show the meaning of the 
first one. We tried an experiment here one Friday 
night last December. Friday night is our free supper 
night, and hundreds of homeless drunkards were 
present. Taking thirty-five small copies of the New 

Testament, I said, ‘Every man who will take this book 

and commit one verse to memory, and come here 

next Tuesday evening and recite it, telling where it is, 

chapter and verse, will receive a ticket for a night’s 
- lodging. In that way you can earn a lodging ticket, 
and it will not be a charity... Many quickly volun- 
teered, and the books were given out. ‘Tuesday night 
came, and twenty-seven of the thirty-five men came 
also, and proudly arose, and each recited a verse, giv- 
ing its proper place in the Bible. As they did so they 
came forward to a front seat. When they were seated 
I fulfilled my part of the contract, giving each a ticket ; 
then I asked them how many were willing to kneel 
and ask God to make the meaning of the verses plain 
to us and to enable us to live according to his word. 
Every one kneeled, and, one by one, prayed aloud; 
some voluntarily, others by dictation. Several rere 
converted then and there, amid weeping and rejoic- 
ing, others soon after. Of the twenty-seven, sixteen 
were gloriously turned into other men. Some 
have united with churches of their choice; some 
are to be confirmed next Sunday in{St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Church.” 

The Rev. Ross Taylor, son of Bishop Taylor, of 
Africa, made an earnest and eloquent speech, in which 
é showed that the same Bible with which he and his 
honored father had saved the black man on the Con- 
£0, had, by his own personal efforts, saved drunkards 
in New York City.

much love for the work, I was a 
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more put in charge of the important station of that 
society at Plymouth for a few weeks during a vacancy 
in the chaplaincy, and while taking my annual holi- 
day. As I was steaming quickly about from ship to 
ship in Plymouth Sound in the society’s well-equipped 
steam-launch, I noticed a large ship flying the Russian 
flag which had come in very early that morning. As 
I approached her stern, I saw on the poop what I 
thought was a big monkey; but just as the launch 
came up to the ship, this creature: rose and ran along 
the top of the bulwarks, and called out in a very 
peremptory tone to a man forward to throw down a 
rope to us. I then knew it was a little boy; but he 
was almost the color of a penny. He stood very 
politely at the top of the ladder to receive me, and I 
said— 

“Why, you can speak English!” 

“Yas, sir,” was the clear reply from between two 
rows of fine white teeth, surrounded with a laughing 
happy face with its twinkling, black eyes. 

As I stood by him, I thought, “ Well, this is an 
interesting little fellow!’ and in answer to my in- 
quiry where he came from, he said— 

“ Otaheite, sar.” 

My mind at once called up my earliest recollection 
of some pictures with which I was allowed to amuse 
myself in an old illustrated edition of “ Captain Cook’s 
Voyage round the World.” I remembered the pictures 
of the Otaheite savages, and my own fears lest those 
savages should start alive out of the very pages of 
the book. I remembered, too, that Plymouth Sound 
was the last English port that Captain Cook put into 
before leaving these shores, just one hundred and 
twenty-three years to the very month before I stood 
side by side of this descendant of the savage can- 
nibals of Otaheite. He was delighted with the illus- 
trations in some little periodicals which I-gave him, 
and was very intelligent. 

I was not long on board this ship before I found 
the real monkey about which Iam now writing. The 
crew consisted of Russians, Germans, Swedes, Ice- 
landers, and one Dutchman. I gave them tracts in 
their own languages, and showed them Bibles in the 
same for sale. They shook their heads at the latter, 
which meant they had no money. They read, how- 
ever, alittle here and a little there, and talked anx- 
jously to each other, and then looked over the side 
of the ship toward the shore, as though they wished 
the captain would come back to the ship and advance 
them money to buy a Bible. I had in the meantime 
seen the Dutchman’s monkey and played with it, and 
was told by a Russian seaman that a tradesman from — 
Plymouth had just been on board and offered half a 
sovereign for it. I gathered up my Bibles and left 
the sailors discussing about them in the middle of the 


_deck, apparently much disappointed that they could 


not have one. As I was about to descend the ladder 
to leave the ship, the Dutch seaman hurried: to me 
and said— 

“Take my monkey for the Bible?” 

I did not know what I could do with a monkey ; 
and yet I thought, “If I give this man a Bible, I shall 
be expected to give the other seamen one each, | 
which [ cannot do.” After some hesitation, I resolved ’ 
to take the monkey, but I felt it would be unfair to | 


take such a dear little pet for two shillings, viz, the si 
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price of the Bible. I looked into my purse, and found 
four shillings; but the man appeared quite satisfied 
to take only the Bible in exchange, and only with 
some reluctance took the money also. 

I was now much perplexed with my new merchan- 
dise, and I was inclined to let little Jacko escape out 
of my hands on the ship and steam away without him; 
but my engineer suggested that I could buy a black- 
bird’s wicker-cage near the mission-room, and take 
him home. But what would my wife say, and what 
would our landlady say if I took this new lodger 
home? Jacko, however, made a captivating impres- 
sion upon all at our lodgings, and it was decided to 
take him home to amuse the children in our parish. 
But what we want in this little narrative to draw 
attention to is, not to the history of the monkey, but 
to the earnest desire of seamen to have the word of 
God at almost any price, so that, if need be, they will 
often part with their treasures for it. 

Since writing the above story, a curious coincidence 
has occurred. The Missions to Seamen chaplain at 
Portland, while visiting the ships, met with a Dutch 
seaman on a ship from:Antwerp, who showed the 
chaplain his Bible, for which, he said, he had given a 
monkey in exchange at Plymouth. The chaplain, 
having already heard from me the story of the Bible 
and the monkey, pointed to the heights of Portland, 
‘and told the sailor his monkey was at the vicarage 
there, and he could see it if his captain would let him 
go on shore. But the captain had to refuse, and the 
man was greatly disappointed, and would have sacri- 
ficed much to see his monkey once more.-—/osiah 
Meigh, in Bible Society Gleanings.

When an Aux- 
iliary is unable to do this, application should be made to this 
Society, with the endorsement of a responsible officer of the 
Auxiliary. 

Applications from Auxiliaries, and those for general work 
from other parties, should each have the endorsement of the 
District Superintendent. ; — 

Public institutions supported by local or State governments, and 
public libraries, colleges, seminaries, and secular schools, do not come 
within the range of charitable objects.——_ :
